U.N. Resolution 
Invites France 
To Peace Talks 
UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (U PI) The United Arab 
Republic, Ceylon and Liberia today submitted to the United 
Nations Security Council a new resolution inviting France to 
open immediate negotiations with Tunisia “with a view to the 
evacuation of French forces trom Tunisia.” 
The draft resolution was to be 
submitted for approval to the 11- 
nation council at today’s renewal 
of debate on Tunisia’s charges of 
"continued 
French 
aggression" 
against her territory. 
Turkey submitted a similar res­ 
olution shortly before the Securi­ 
ty Council convened at 18:59 a m 
EDT. 
The motion went further than 
the draft resolution submitted by 
the U.A.R.. Ceylon and Liberia to 
the council at the close of the 
session Friday night. 
Source of Friction 
The first resolution merely ex­ 
pressed the Security Council’s 
concern over France's failure to 
pull her troops out of the Bizerte 
perim eter they have seized in 
last week's fighting. 
The second resolution of the 
thtfee members of the Afro-Asiatic 
bloc said: 
"The security council. . being 
convinced that the presence of 
French forces in Tunisia against 
the will of the Tunisian govern­ 
ment and people represents i 
perm anent source of friction and 
a serious threat to international 
peace and security, invites France 
to enter immediately into negotia­ 
tions with Tunisia with a view to 
the rapid evacuation of French 
forces from Tunisia." 
'Aggression* Condemned 
Tunisia, its Afro-Asian support­ 
ers and the Soviet Union roundly 
condemned France last night for 
waging "aggression” against its 
form er North African colony. The 
debate Friday lasted four hours. 
The French delegation was phy­ 
sically present in the second-floor 
Security Council chamber at U.N. 
headquarters Friday, but took no 
part in the discussion. 
Chief French delegate Armand

It seemed clear that the Presi­ 
dent would get every penny he 
has requested for defense forces 
to counter Russia's threat to Ber­ 
lin. It seemed equally clear that 
Congress will give him many, 
m any pennies he does not want. 
The o v e r l y accommodating 
mood of Congress was clearly ap­ 
parent Friday as: 
—The Senate passed by unabi 
mous roll call votes two parts of 
the program 
unveiled by the 
President last Tuesday night in a 
radio-TV address. The bills had 
been introduced in the sometimes 
slow-moving Senate on Wednes­ 
day 
—The House Armed Services 
Committee approved the same 
measures and cleared the way for 
action early next week, which 
would put the bills on the Pres­ 
ident’s desk in record time. 
Berlin Buildup 
—The Senate military appropri­ 
ations subcommittee incorporated 
funds for the Berlin buildup of 
non-nuclear forces into a $47 bil­ 
lion defense money bill, and also 
added bomber money which the 
administration has opposed. 
The subcommittee's action was 
expected to be approved by the 
full Senate Appropriations Com­ 
mittee next week. It all but guar­ 
anteed that like his two immedi­ 
ate predecessors. Kennedy will 
have to decide whether to spend 
funds pressed on him by Con­ 
gress. 
Manned Bombers 
The House approved version of 
the giant defense money bill in­ 
cluded $448 million earm arked for 
procurement of manned bombers. 
The House m ade it clear that it 
would like Kennedy to spend more 
than the $220 million he has budg­ 
eted for development of the super­ 
sonic B70 bom ber The rest of the 
$448 million could be used for 
other bomber procurement under 
the House bill. 
Although the Senate subcommit­ 
tee did not announce its actions, 
informed sources said the group 
went the House one better and 
earmarked the full $448 million 
for the B70. Then the subcommit­ 
tee added an additional $525 mil­ 
lion to keep production rolling on 
current heavy bomber types. 
Informed sources said the sub­ 
committee’s bill, with funds reap­ 
propriated from prior years, will 
make some $47.5 billion available 
for defense spending in the year 
which began July 1.

Psychiatrist Cures •• But 


Admits Doesn't Know Why

NEW YORK (U P I) - A psy­ 
chiatrist confessed publicly to his 
, scientific brethren (an d to m edi­ 
cal doctors generally) that when 
some of his em otionally distrubed 
patients get better he hasn’t the 
slightest idea of why they do. 
“W hen a patient does not get 
better it is easy enough for m e 
to assu m e th at m y skill as a psy­ 
chiatrist 
is 
w anting.” 
said 
Dr 
Ainslie M eares. ‘‘But what of the 
patient 
who 
genuinely 
recovers 
from his nervous o r psychosom at­ 
ic illness a fter two or three vis­ 
its 
when he has not been given 
any direct suggestions of im prove­ 
m ent 
and he has no real insight 
into the m echanism s which pro­ 
duced his illness?” 
T hese 
persons 
have 
f i l l e d ’ 
M eares w ith w onderm ent — and 
perplexity. 


Into Two Classes 
He used to believe, on the basis 
on his scientific training and ex- 
p en en ce. 
that 
scientific 
tech- 
m ques for helping the em otionally 
ill “ fell into tw o great classes— 
those which helped the patient by 
increasing 
repression 
and 
those 
which 
helped him 
by increasing 
his insight. 
• 
“ Thus reassu ran ce, sim ple sug- 
gestión, supportive therapy, rela­ 
tionship therapy, religious therapy 
and 
h y p n o t i c 
suggestion 
all 
seem ed to w ork tow ards increas­ 
ing 
repression. 
E xplanation 
and 
analytical th erap y seem ed to help 
the patient by giving him greater 


insight- 
“ This classification is neat, and 
w ould appear logical enough 
But 
is it really valid? I doubt it.” 
He doubted it because in look­ 
ing back on p atien ts whom he had 
m ade better he found no “ satis- 
fa tory reaso n ” for their im prove­ 
m ent. These included patients who 
had received ju st about no tre a t­ 
m ent to in crease their repressions 
and left the psychiatrist as devoid 
of insight as w hen they went to 


him . 
A nother Way 
“ I am 
not trying to say that 
all we have gained is no good,” 
M eares continued. “ R ather am 1 
trying to say that 
surely there 
m ust be another way of looking 
at things. I feel that there is som e 
basic m echanism which, so far. 
eludes us. 
Is there som e other 
facto r in psychotherapy which is 
beyond 
our 
present 
theoretical 
constructs, 
and 
which 
operates 


unbeknow n to the th erap ist?” 
He believed this factor does op­ 
e ra te but he w as not able to de­ 
scribe 
it 
beyond 
suggesting 
it 
som ehow 
cam e into being from 
the 
unconscious 
feelings 
of 
the 
patient for the doctor — and of 
the d octor for the patient. These 
feelings could result in an “ intui­ 
tive ability to m ake appropriate 
em otional responses” which cure 
the p atient.
